ship could a government sponsored 
plan for economic recovery succeed. 


He sai^ government 
planning 


•would fail because of the antiquat- 
ed system, of government. He also 
said American, universities, through 
their departments of, economics and 
political science, have not 
given 


business leaders a. true picture of 
the economic situation. 


"Americans like government so 


constructed that it is constitutional- 
ly unable to do anything," Sen. Dun- 
can said. He cited as an example 
the difficulties which states have 
met In. the construction of highways, 
nointins out that every public offi- 
cial to the smallest of communities 
maintained the right to decide where 
highways should go and how they 
should be built. 
Stabilization Needed 
president Frank expressed the 


•view that the new capitalistic sys- 
tem must make stabilization of life 
its first business. 
"Private profit must be found as 


a by-product of the stateman-like ad- 
ministration of this social function," 
he said. 
"A, regime of tees capitalism and 


political liberty is basically sounder 
than the Communism, and the Fas- 
cism, that today stands as Its most 
contagious alternatives, 
however 


necessary these alternatives may be, 
as Interim, economies, at certain, his- 
toric junctures in. the life of par- 
ticular peoples and however prac- 
tical they may prove in the light of 
particular racial psychologies. 
'It becomes increasingly apparent 


to the exceptional industrialist, that

for

policy for capitalists.

• "The captain of a mass-production 
indasfcry must concern, himself with 
the economic status of the masses 
-who are to buy his goods quite as 
much as with the efficiency of the 
machines that are- to produce his 
goods. 
"The speed and scale of the ma- 


chfne age hare made necessary a 
new capitalism-that shall be mass- 
conscious in the first place even if 
it be money-conscious in the second 
place." 


University economists and political 


scientists have neglected1 to give the 
whole picture of the present indus- 
trial system, Sen. Duncan contend- 
ed. 


Urges Free Research 


"There is great need of free and 


•unfettered research and the ability 
to translate Into ordinary and sim-

made public in a letter sent to pub- 
lic officials, urging that the antl- 
gaag campaign be continued. Among 
them were those of men. who for 
years are reputed to have been pion- 
eers in the racketeering field. They 
included Joe Fusco, an alleged 
Capone liquor lieutenant; Theodore 
"Ted" Kewberry, once a power in 
the George "Bugs" Sloran gang: 
Sam. "Little Xew Tork" Campagnia.

est-shock of his life before the federal 
court at Chicago yesterday. 


Through his counsel he had made an 


agreement approved by the attorney- 
general's department at Washington . 
that upon a plea of guilty a recommen- 
dation would be made to the court to 
inflict upon him a certain sentence, 


~ the extent of which has not been di- 


vulged, but said to be tv.-o and one-half 
vears, and agreeable to Capone. 


One of the most important parts of 


this agreement to Capone was that no 
evidence would be 
adduced and he 


would be asked and compelled to an- 
swer no questions. 


Although it is usual for a court to 


follow the recommendation of a pros- 
ecutor, also a public official and whose 
judgment must be trusted to some ex- 
tent, be it said to the infinite honor of 
this court that it recoiled at the agree- 
ment and would not abide by it. 


Since Capone entered his plea of 


guilty with the agreement as an induce- 
ment, the court, always actuated by 
just principles, permitted him to with- 
draw the plea and set the case for trial 
in September. 


While Capone is notion trial for the 


stream of bloodshed attributed to his 
operations it would have be'en a supine 
and shameless act to permit this man 
to wipe out even the prohibition and 
income tax law violations, of which he 
is accused, with a punishment of about 
two years.

The court has^perfecF right irTsen- 


tencing Capone to review his record. 
.That is what the federal judge at Chi- 
cago sought to do. In order to guide it 
in fixing his punishment the court was 
about to inquire into his life. Most of 
all does Capone shrink from that. 


Happily the time has not yet arrived 


when this great nation in the face of a 
monster of the underworld accepts his 
consent to a trivial punishment for the 
ugly and flagrant atrocities of which 
it claims to have evidence that he is 
guilty. 


Capone was of the opinion that he 


was greater than the government. Un- 
til yesterday, at least, he was sure of it. 


Unfortunately there has been much 


evidence to support such opinion. 


Better is it by far that he be per- 


mitted to withdraw his plea of guilty I 
and go on trial than that any such 
trimming agreement as to his punish- 
ment be sanctioned by a court. If he 
be found not guilty, well and good. 
That must be left to a jury. At least 
the government will not have stultified 
itself. 


It is far better to lose a battle than 


to win with shameful conditions. 


In the last twelve years this coun- 


try has gone through the most hideous 
era in its existence. The people have 
•witnessed their government apparently 
impotent to the insolent attacks of Or- 
ganized Crime, blackfanged, hollow- 
eyed, heartless. 


The infamous regime in which Ca- 


pone has been one of the czars has in- 
stigated and in large measure success- 
fully elaborated a wholesale system of 
corruption, blackma1!, intimidation and 
beastiai slaughter. 


This is not a time-to look at croco-

sport. Let me suggest that you pro- 
cure a map from either the Milwau- 
kee or the Northwestern Railroad 
Company, one of the northern re- 
sort region. These are the best maps 
I know of so far as showing the dif- 
ferent waters. "When you have such 
a map you will see in Vilas County 
the following lakes, among others: 
Laura, Razor Back, Ballard, Star. 
Irving and Plum. I want to tell you 
something about these lakes today. 


I have just returned from a two 
weeks stay in the region of the 
above waters and I fished them with 
gratifying results, so far as bass, 
pike and pan-fishes were concerned. 
These lakes are In the St. Germain 
chain. They lie a few miles north of 
this territory. 


One morning we would cast the 


weed beds for northern pike; per- 
haps the following morning would 
Snfi us on the reefs after •wall-eyes. 
And now and then -we went after 
muskies. During the two weeks I 
personally landed two of these scrap- 
pers, but they did not run large. 


"While I much prefer casting with 
artificial lures for any kind of game 
fish, It cannot always be done suc- 
cessfuly. I found that to be the case 
while fishing Lake Laura for bass. 
On that lake we found It necessary 
to resort to live minnows, but I used 
a fly rod which afforded me much 
more sport than would have result- 
ed had I ased the short casting 
stick. 


We caught both the large mouth 
and the small mouth bass In the 
same holes. And now and then a 
rock bass would be lauded. On one 
trip a Mr. Sawyer, from Chicago, j 
joined our party and together we 
caught twenty bass. Another time 
we landed some good sized wall-eyes 
In Lost Lake, and always we could 
take all the northern pike we wanted 
In Star, Baliard, Plum or any of the 
other waters.
